aoe of the Indian Government. But, alas! with 
a few exceptions, the members of Parliament take no 
interest whatever in the affairs of the 200 millions of the 
people of this country. The members of the House of Com- 
mons absent themselves or retire, if they happen to be pre- 
sent in the House on the night of the presentation of the 
Indian budget. It may, however, be urged on behalf of these 
gentlemen that, after a continuous session of the Parliament 
for several months, they get tired of sitting night after night 
and cease to take interest in the proceedings of Parlia- 
ment towards the close of the session, when the Indian budget 
is presented. The ministers of the British Government are 
mainly responsible if very few members of the House of. 


een take part in the debate on the Indian budget.
